TN my laſt to you, 1 FT? a to you, 
the difficulties which were like to 
befall us by the releeving of Drohe- 


d1, but God by his infinite mercy hath 


freed ws (1 may fay miraculouſly) from 
that havare + for when our men there 
were ring: to that extremitie tg cate 
horſe-fleth , Sir Henry Tichbourn allied 
out of the Town with onely forty 
Horſe, and beat off four hundred-of the 


Enemies , kiſked above threeſcore of 


them, recSvered fourſcore Cowes and 


Oxen, and two kindred ſheer p , burned 
forr Towns, and brought home-two of 
their Colours Beſides T muſt relate unto 
you'Gols abundant goodnesunto us, in 
that the night-before the relief and ſuc- 
cours which we ſent by Sea from Dub- 
bin 1 to them,ſhould _ entred into the 
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Harbor of Droheda, (which was ſtrong- 
ly fericed over with a chain and ſeverall 
boats ) there bappened a {torm whach 
broke their chaines , and gave our men 
ſo free a paſſage, as with little diffical- 
tie they came fately to the Town. The 
Rebels. were gathered at Kz/ſhalgam 
within ſeven miles of Dublin , above 


two thouſand men , where they were 


fetled 1n a very ſtroag wood, My Lord 
of Ormond carried out part of our Ar- 
mie , and beat them out of that great 
ſtrength(for they would not come into 
the Champaign ) aud killed above a 
hundred of them , without any conſ1- 
derable lofle of our ſide, onely Captain 
Tames Rochfort , a moſt gallant and cou- 
rag1ous Gentleman, This wasan act of 
great braverie, wherein Sir Charles Coot 


d1d (as he doth alwayes ) beyond expe- 


| Cation, expoſing his perſon to as much 


danger as any man living could ; and
